Nicole Dobbin, Simon’s wife, who 
is a full-time carer for her husband, 
told the News: “I’m really looking 
forward to it. We’ve been to Cam¬ 
bridge United twice now. The first 



time we went back they announced 
him on the pitch and he really 
enjoyed it. The second time we 
watched the match, which Simon 
still thought was for him. But now it 
will be for him. It really lifts his spir¬ 
its and it’ll be a good day.” 

On March 21, 2015, Simon was in 
the Blue Boar pub in Southend after 
a match at Roots Hall stadium and 
“suspected trouble”. 

He told a friend that they should 
leave Southend. 

The pair walked near the Railway 
pub but were attacked by a group 
from behind, leaving Simon with 


life-altering injuries. 

Nicole added: “The event will 
help bring awareness about thugs 
in football and the damage that can 
be done. If we can prevent someone 
from joining in with football vio¬ 
lence then it’ll be even better.” 

The charity event has been or¬ 
ganised by Cambridge United fan 
Dave Boughtwood-Eason. 

The main event will see Bought - 
wood-Eason’s XI play an ex-Cam- 
bridge United ‘legends’ team.

Bid goes in to 
close crossing 


A RAIL crossing was put 
forward for closure by a rail 
company last week. 

Residents fear that the clo¬ 
sure of the Weatherby Cross¬ 
ing in Newmarket by Net¬ 
work Rail would “split the 
town in half.” 

The town crossing was one 
of 24 in Suffolk to be submit¬ 
ted to the Secretary of State. 

Richard Schofield, Net¬ 
work Rail’s route managing 
director for Anglia, said: “We 
have carried out a compre¬ 
hensive programme of con¬ 
sultation to fully understand 
the impact of our proposals 
and I’d like to thank every¬ 
one who contributed. 

“As intended, the feedback 
we received has informed 
our final proposals, and we 
await the decision of the 
Secretary of State. 

“We understand that pub¬ 
lic rights of way are an im¬ 
portant part of life in this re¬ 
gion, and have maintained 
connectivity where possible

in our plans. 

“We are committed to im¬ 
proving safety and efficiency 
at level crossings as part of 
our Railway Upgrade Plan.” 

The company has been 
working to reduce the risk 
that level crossings pose 
and developed proposals to 
close or change the use of 
130 level crossings in East 
Anglia. 

According to Network 
Rail, the crossings identi¬ 
fied for potential closures 
include those where there 
are private rights only, peo¬ 
ple can easily be diverted to 
where a nearby alternative 
exists, and/or a new public 
route to a nearby alternative 
can be provided. 

If agreed, the closures will 
take place from late 2018. 

The decision by Network 


Rail has come under much 
scrutiny by the town since 
the plans were announced 
last year. 

Town MP Matt Hancock 
organised a rally where resi¬ 
dents voiced their concerns 
about its closure. 

Terry Cummins, 80, of 
New Cheveley Road, was 
among the protesters. 

Mr Cummins, who 
worked as a crossing keeper 
at Weatherby Crossing when 
he was 25 years old, said: 
“It’s ridiculous, because 
they’re cutting the town in 
half. Anyone who wants to 
get into the town from here 
will have to walk two miles.” 

Mr Hancock, who is lead¬ 
ing the appeal against the 
crossing’s closure, has “es¬ 
calated” his concerns to the 
Minister for Transport, Chris 
Grayling.

Woman tells of nightmare 
after being bitten by spider

A WOMAN has spoken of the 
terror at finding it “difficult to 
walk or talk” after being bit¬ 
ten by a venomous spider in 
Newmarket. 

Michelle Marriot, 52, of 
Duchess Park Estate, was 
doing some daily gardening 
work a month ago, before no¬ 
ticing that all was not well the 
next day 

“I was cutting back a hang¬ 
ing basket,” she told the 
News. “It hadn’t even oc¬ 
curred to me that anything 
had happened while I was 
gardening. 

“I woke up the next day 
and felt the back of my head 
and there was massive swell¬ 
ing. I could push my head in 
like a sponge. It was horren¬ 
dous.” 

Michelle called the ambu¬ 
lance services, thinking that 
she may have had a stroke 
or “blacked out” and hit her 
head. “I had difficulty walk¬ 
ing, understanding speech 
and speaking myself. It was 
an incredibly scary time,” she 
added. 

Three hours in the A&E 
and Michelle’s blood tests 
came back to find that her 
white blood cell count was 
“through the roof” trying to 
fight something. 

“It was the venom,” she 
said. “They discovered two 
spider bites on my head - 
from a false widow spider.” 

The mother-of-two was 
then sent home with a 10-day 
course of antibiotics, with 
strong painkillers to deal 
with headaches and swelling. 

Two days after the incident 
however, Michelle found that 
the venom had spread. 

“A couple of days later 
I woke up with a massive 
black eye where the venom 
had tried to disperse some¬ 
where.” 

Five weeks later and Mi¬ 
chelle, who lives with her two 
dogs and 19-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, is still requiring treat¬ 
ment. 

“The wounds have just 
about healed - but I’ve had 



another series of blood tests 
to look at the swelling on my 
head - which the doctor be¬ 
lieves is a hematoma caused 
by bleeding.” 

Michelle, who was born 
in Australia, added that she 
never expected to find a ven¬ 
omous spider in the town. 

“Never in my life did I think 
this was going to happen, be¬ 
ing from Australia - we have 
some of the most dangerous 
spiders in the world and I 
have never experienced any¬ 
thing there. 

“To instead to get bitten in 
my back garden in Newmar¬ 
ket - amazing.” 

She added: “People in the 
town need to know about 
them. It’s been horrendously

scary. Victims sometimes get 
bitten and don’t realise. They 
say the sting is no more than 
a bee sting, but in the major¬ 
ity of cases you don’t know 
you’ve been stung.” 

She added: “Within eight to 
10 days, without treatment, 
you can have an inch hole 
around where the venom is 
injected.” 

The false widow is known 
as one of the few spiders ca¬ 
pable of inflicting a painful 
bite to humans.

Time bomb of 
zero hours 

I HAVE a very deep concern about 
the large numbers who are currently 
employed on zero hours contracts. 

From time to time the government 
tell us how many people are 
employed when the unemployment 
figures are announced as coming 
down. 

This sounds like very good news 
to those that hear this, but I disagree 
because we also learn that zero hours 
contracts have risen to 905,000-plus, 
and the number of self-employed is 
at an all-time high. 

A person on zero hour contracts 
is not properly employed because 
they have no contract of employment 
setting out the pay and conditions of 
the job. 

As for the increase in self- 
employed it is down to the fact many 
are unable to find jobs in normal 
manufacturing and construction jobs, 
so they use what skills they possess, 
to go it alone to survive. 

In doing so they may supply 
a service and do very well for 
themselves but may not contribute 
as much to the taxman as normally 
employed people. 

In this respect I agreed with 
Philip Hammond in his proposed 
increase in their national insurance 
contributions to make things fairer. 
But that is now history. 

My real point about zero hours 
contracts is this. What happens when 
these people retire at whatever age 
they are now set to do so? 

Can anyone assure me, or rather 
them, that they will get their full 
entitlement of state pension? 

I am concerned for all those 
905,000 zero hours contract workers 
who may not have paid in their total 
contributions of national insurance 
and are very unlikely to have any 
private pension scheme. 

Is this a time bomb that will 


explode for them at the end of their 
working life? 

I think that zero hours contracts 
should be made illegal. 

It is a national disgrace when we 
are being told our country is working 
for everyone and not the privileged 
few, especially those who have had 
the privilege of holding two high 
offices at the same time and others 
in Parliament with other jobs on the 
side as well. 

I believe in one person one 
job, with a proper contract of 
employment.

Uncle hits out at police 
over landfill search delay

(the bin area, the bin lorry, the 
phone ping) we assumed he may 
have gone out in the bin lorry. 

“We begged the police to 
search the tip. They said no, and 
never. Nicola (Corrie’s mum) 
pleaded with them to at least 
secure the area. Again, no. They 
did not feel there was any future 
value in holding the site. 

“Every minute they take to do 
this, there is a mother staring at 
her phone hoping for it to ring 
and praying that it won’t. 

“This should have happened 
five months ago” 

Mr Wringe was echoing the 
thoughts of a former metropoli¬ 
tan police detective chief inspec¬ 
tor, who claimed that the police 
should have searched the area 
earlier. 

Steve Gaskin said: “There has 
been a clear opportunity that’s 
been missed. You don’t even 
need to be a detective to un¬ 
derstand that there has been 
mistakes here. Any reasonable 
person would have undertook 


an investigation of that site a lot 
earlier. 

“All you need to see are the 
words bin, lorry, landfill site. It 
sounds to me as though there 
are some detective skills missing 
there.” 

However, a spokeswoman for 
Suffolk police said Mr Gaskin 
was not fully aware of the details 
of the case and he “clearly speaks 
with the benefit of hindsight, not 
with the knowledge of the inves¬ 
tigation team”. 

She said: “The landfill site 
search was always one possibil¬ 
ity police were looking at, after it 
was thought Corrie’s phone may 
have been in the bin lorry, how¬ 
ever it was only one of the pos¬ 
sibilities. 

“It is always disappointing 
when a former investigating 
officer fails to realise the com¬ 
plexities of a case. He better than 
anyone should know that police 
have to work with facts, not ru¬ 
mours and speculation.”

Police have been searching the 
landfill since earlier this month, 
after it was found that a bin lorry 
which travelled from Bury St Ed¬ 
munds had been heavy enough 
to carry a body. 

Writing on Facebook, Mr 
Wringe said: “At the outset we 
made the observation that there 
could only be three possibilities. 
1. Corrie was still in the horse¬ 
shoe area. 2. He left on foot. 3. He 
left in a vehicle. 

“Within the first few hours/ 
days the local police team were 
telling us he was not there and 
was not seen on CCTV leaving on 
foot. This left the vehicles.

Parking fines rise by 50 per cent 


THE number of fines issued 
by Forest Heath District 
Council in Newmarket 
has gone up by 50 per 
cent, according to figures 
released under a Freedom of 
Information request. 

The number of fines issued 
at car parks in the town in 
the 2015/16 financial year 
was 1,258, but that figure 
rose the following year to 
1,889. 

The figures also reveal that 
1,004 fines from 2015/16 
have been paid. 

A total of 1,610 have been 
paid so far from 2016/17. 

This means that the 
district council has raised 
somewhere between £91,490 
and £182,980 over the two 
year period, taking into 
account the fines of £35 (if 
paid within 14 days) and 
£70. 

Forest Heath is appealing 



for payments from 68 issued 
fines in 2015/16, and 193 in 
2016/17. 

A spokesman from Forest 
Heath District Council 
told the News: "The 
figures reflect an increase 
in parking patrols in 
Newmarket following calls 
from businesses for greater 


enforcement to take place." 

The car parks that 
are under Forest Heath 
jurisdiction include All 
Saints car park, Grosvenor 
Yard, Guineas multi-storey, 
Market Square, Rous Road, 
and St Mary's (also known 
as Church Lane and Turner 
Hall). 

The News reported earlier 
this year that parking fines 
issued by police rose by 200 
per cent. 

According to FOI figures, 
358 were issued by police 
in 2016, up from 122 the 
previous year. 

Rous Road had the highest 
number, with 58 fines issued 
last year. The same road had 
just eight fines in 2015. 

Cllr Andy Drummond, 
Mayor of Newmarket, 
pictured, said that police 
were clamping down after 
discussions with the council. 


PLANNING 

Local plan submitted for approval 


FOREST Heath District 
Council’s Local Plan has 
been submitted to the Secre¬ 
tary of State for approval. 

Planning inspectors will 
be setting a date for the pub¬ 
lic inquiry expected to be in 
the summer. 

The plans, if approved, 
would see the council take 
control over the growth of the 
area, including proposals for 


more than 6,000 homes over 
the next 14 years. It could be 
adopted later this year. 

The core strategy of the 
local plan was adopted in 
2012, but a High Court ap¬ 
peal overturned one of its 
policies and necessitated a 
review of its overall housing 
numbers in the district. 

The review has taken four 
years to complete. 


Cllr Lance Stanbury, cabi¬ 
net member for planning 
and growth, said: “Residents 
and businesses throughout 
the district have been work¬ 
ing with us to deliver this 
Local Plan. It promises to 
give control over specula¬ 
tive development and a way 
forward for sustainable and 
cohesive growth in our com¬ 
munities.

Matthew Hancock, talks about last week's horrific attack at 
Westminster and that we must not let acts of terrorism change 
our way of life 



L ast week the nation saw the 
dreadful and horrific attack 
in Westminster in which five 
people have died and over 30 
people were seriously injured. 

This incident was profoundly 
shocking and it is a very sad fact 
of life in 2017 that terrorism is 
around us. 

First and foremost, thoughts 
must be with the families of the 
victims. For them, life will never 
again be the same. 

We can take some amount of 
comfort in the fact that in the UK, 
attacks like this are a very rare 
occurrence. 

We are fortunate to live in a 
democratic, stable country with 


a first-rate intelligence service 
and police forces who work hard 
every day to disrupt attacks and 
to keep us safe. 

The training that these men and 
women undertake to be able to 
ensure our safety, is admirable. 
They have trained for this day and 
hoped it would never come, but 
very sadly it has. 

As we discovered so tragically 
last week, they put their lives on 
the line every day. We should of¬ 
fer these brave men and women 
our immense gratitude and sup¬ 
port. 

Every day I go into Parliament, 
the police officers check identi¬ 
fication at the gate, including Pc 


Keith Palmer. He gave his life pro¬ 
tecting Parliament, all of us who 
work in it, and the democratic 
values it represents. 

This was an attack on all of us 
and on our freedom. We must 
continue to do the things we have 
always done, go to the places we 
always go, and we must not let 
these acts of terrorism change our 
way of life and the principles that 
we hold dear - freedom, toler¬ 
ance and democracy. 

In our actions, going about 
our lives, continuing the work of 
Parliament, and being uncowed 
across the country, we are all 
doing our bit to show that the ter¬ 
rorists can never win.

Aldi to offer 50 
new jobs at site 


A SUPERMARKET giant and a 
group which provides homes for 
the elderly have announced a 
partnership which could see both 
at a site in Newmarket by 2019.

A spokesperson from the new 
owners said: “Aldi and Anchor 
are delighted to announce this 
considerable joint investment in 
Newmarket and finally deliver a 
solution to this challenging site, 
which has been vacant for some 
time. 

“The site already has planning 
permission for a foodstore of over 
50,000sqft - the new Aldi store 
will be around 60 per cent small¬ 
er, whilst the extra care apartment 
element will be sensitively inte-

grated on the remainder of the 
site to deliver a mixed-use devel¬ 
opment. 

“Before submitting the appli¬ 
cations we will be meeting with 
local groups as well as inviting 
public comments through our ex¬ 
tensive leaflet drop. 

“We look forward to working to¬ 
gether with the local community 
on this exciting project and, sub¬ 
ject to planning permission being 
granted, aim to have the develop¬ 
ment completed by late 2019”. 

The site would see the Aldi su¬ 
permarket facing Exning Road 
while the extra care apartments 
would be behind the site. 

In 2014, Morrisons won ap¬ 
proval for the site - but in 2015, 
the company said it had decided 
to sell it ‘after reviewing its new 
store requirements’. 


Andy Drummond, Mayor of 
Newmarket, said: “I was on the 
planning committee at Forest 
Heath when we approved the site 
as a Morrisons. At the time we had 
about four planning applications 
come through for Newmarket - a 
Tesco’s, a Sainsbury’s, anAsdaand 
the Morrisons. 

“I was pleased that we were 
getting a Morrisons because it’s 
a completely different offering 
in the town. Obviously, it had its 
problems and it looks like they’ve 
sold the site.” 

He added: “I would have liked 
to have seen the Morrisons built - 
it was something different. 

“I’m not disappointed. I’ll be 
interested to see what they come 
up with.” 

A planning application will be 
submitted to Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council in the summer.

Big rise in county 
child sex offences 


SEX offences against chil¬ 
dren in Suffolk have hit an 
all time high after rising 36 
per cent. 

According to figures ob¬ 
tained by the NSPCC, child 
sex offences recorded by 
Suffolk police rose from 
444 in 2014/2015 to 604 in 
2015/2016. 

Of the 604 crimes, 151 
were committed against 
children under the age of 10 
and 26 were against children 
under the age of 4. 

Police recorded crimes in¬ 
cluding rape, sexual assault 
and sexual exploitation in 
Suffolk in the last year. 

NSPCC chief executive 
Peter Wanless said: “The 
steep rise lays bare just how 
extensive this appalling 
crime against children has 
become, claiming multiple 
victims every hour, some of 
whom are yet to say their

first word. 

“Sexual abuse can shatter 
a child’s life and leave them 
feeling ashamed, depressed 
or even suicidal. Now, more 
than ever, victims need help 
as soon as possible to help 
them recover from their or¬ 
deals and go on to lead full 
and happy lives. 

“Government must com¬ 
mit funds to early interven¬ 
tion that better helps these 
children who through no 
fault of their own are endur¬ 
ing so much pain.” 

The latest statistics from 
the NSPCC showed recorded 
crimes totalling 55.507, a 
national rise across England 
and Wales of 19 per cent 
which equates to an average 
of one offence every 10 min¬ 


utes. 

The charity believes that 
one reason why there has 
been such a dramatic in¬ 
crease is online grooming 
where predators can reach 
multiple children. 

The charity also high¬ 
lighted improved recording 
methods by police and sur¬ 
vivors feeling more confi¬ 
dent about reporting their 
experiences following high 
profile cases. 

THE NSPCC is calling for 
investment in several ar¬ 
eas to help cope with the in¬ 
creased numbers of children 
who have been affected. 

These include: specialist 
training for police investi¬ 
gating online child abuse, 
effective rehabilitation for 
child sex offenders and in¬ 
vestment in early interven¬ 
tion services to help children 
recover. 


Police crack down in seatbelt campaign 


POLICE stopped 165 heavy 
goods vehicle drivers in 
Suffolk for seatbelt offences 
during a campaign last 
week. 

Officers patrolled the A14 
and A12, targeting lorry 
drivers. 

The operation, called 
Operation Wyken, saw 
police use the cab of a heavy 
goods vehicle from Orwell 
Trucks. 


The cab, which was driven 
by a police officer, provided 
an ideal way to look into the 
cabs of other lorry drivers. 

Suffolk Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Passmore 
said: "I fully support the 
constabulary's campaign to 
crack down on irresponsible 
drivers who still refuse to 
buckle up while driving, but 
it amazes me that drivers 
should need to be reminded 


about something so obvious. 

"Everyone knows you are 
more likely to die in a crash 
if you don't wear a seat belt, 
so I just can't understand 
why anyone would flout this 
law." 

Anyone caught not 
wearing a seatbelt may be 
issued with a TOR (Traffic 
Offence Report) and face a 
fine, points on their licence 
or even court action.

250g smoked haddock, cut 
into 1cm pieces 
175g leeks, sliced into 5mm 
half rings 

125g black pudding, 
quartered lengthways then 
cut into chunks 
Sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

Green vegetables or salad, 
to serve 

METHOD 

1. Start by putting the 
potato, nutmeg, thyme, 
garlic, cream and milk 
in a saucepan with a 
pinch of salt and 
pepper. Cover and 
bring up to a gentle 
simmer, then set aside 
to infuse. 

2. Preheat the oven to 


180°C/Gas mark 4. 

3. Melt the butter in a 
frying pan over a 
medium heat. Add the 
fish, leeks and black 
pudding and sweat 
gently to soften for 
eight to 10 minutes, 
then season with salt 
and pepper. 

4. Transfer the fish mix 
to a one-litre pie dish. 
Remove the sprig of 
thyme from the potato 
and layer the discs of 
potato over the fish mix 
in the pie dish. Pour the 
creamy milk from the 
saucepan over the 
potato and fish. Bake in 
the oven for 40-45 
minutes until golden 
on top and bubbling. 

5. Serve with green 
vegetables or a green 
salad. 


Family recipes are just 
too good to keep mum 



T HE world might just be 
latching on to an 
idealised Nordic way of 
life, but chef Rachel 
Allen has long been fully 
conversed in it. 

Growing up in Dublin, with an 
Icelandic mum and Irish father, 
Rachel embraced both cultures, 
and she's not surprised all things 
Scandi have become so popular. 

"If it's not the great Nordic 
[TV] dramas, it's the food, or how 
to be hygge... It's funny,'' says the 
44-year-old Cork resident with a 
laugh. 

"I read one of those hygge 
books recently, and actually I 
identified with every bit of it. I 
always feel really at home there,'' 
the mum-of-three notes of 
Scandinavia. "I've always loved 
the design. I've always loved the 
architecture, the furniture, the 
fashion, the food. 

"I love all the fish 
and how they use a lot 
of dill. There's mild 
aniseed-y flavours, 
even liquorice is used 
in food a lot. 

"I love the way they 
use barley and oats. 

And baking is some¬ 
thing I come back to 
time and time again. 

They use quite a lot of carda¬ 
mom, and I just absolutely adore 
it. I often find myself sneaking 
some cardamom and cinnamon 
into batters.” 

Rachel's mother Hallfridur - a 
former art student, who was 19 
and visiting Dublin for a 
weekend when she met Allen's 
father - was a creative cook, and 
fused Nordic with Irish stand¬ 
ards. 

She'd leave comforting 


Most of us have a soft 
spot for our mothers' 
cooking, and for Rachel 
Allen, it's helped inspire 
her latest cookbook. 

The Irish chef talks to 
KEELEYBOLGER about 
her Icelandic heritage 
and food as nostalgia 

casseroles bubbling away in the 
Aga, and whip up cardamom- 
infused cakes, igniting a young 
Rachel's interest in food in the 
process. 

But central as food is to her 
life, the chef, is dubious about 
calling herself a 'foodie! 

"When I was growing up, it 
wasn't about people 
being 'foodies,”' she says. 
"I was born in the 
Seventies, it was a 
different thing then. 

Mum loved to cook and 
put food on the table. We 
didn't go to farmers' 
markets but we always 
had great food from the 
butcher down the road, 
always lovely casseroles and 
soups. I took it for granted then, 
and of course, growing up, you 
realise, 'Wow, she really did a 
great job!” 

Now, Rachel celebrates that 
'great job' in her latest cookbook, 
Recipes From My Mother. 

It also draws on the beloved 
dishes her friends' mums passed 
down to them, from soda breads, 
to kedgerees and creamy rice 
puddings, and acknowledges the 


influence of her mother-in-law, 
renowned chef Darina Allen, 
through their years working 
together at the famous 
Ballymaloe Cookery School - 
which is also where Rachel found 
her calling and met her now- 
husband Isaac, after enrolling on 
a course there at 18, and where 
she still teaches today. 

It was a great opportunity to 
take a stroll down memory lane. 

"It's funny how food evokes 
such emotions and memories 
and nostalgia for people,” she 


says. "Someone would say, 'I 
remember we used to always 
have stewed plums with custard] 
and then I thought, 'Actually I 
should be including these lovely 
recipes as well! I feel the book is 
full of memories.” 

Fancy cooking up some lovely 
memories of your own? Here are 
three recipes from Rachel's book 
to try at home... 

■ Recipes From My Mother by 
Rachel Allen is published by 
HarperCollins, priced £20. 
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I KNOW when Mother's Day is 
approaching as my daughter 
almost always sends me a text 
checking my postcode for a) 
flowers b) card or c) a parcel. I've 
not had the text yet - I'd better 
drop some hints! Meanwhile, I've 
some ideas to add sparkle to any 
mum's day. 

Moet & Chandon Imperial 
NV (widely available; the 
best price at the moment is 
£32.50 in Asda, Waitrose 
and Tesco, 12% abv). This is 
a classic champagne which 
most people will have heard 
of and has been Moet's 
flagship champagne since 
1869. It's a blend in almost 
equal measures of the 
classic champagne grapes 
pinot noir, pinot meunier 
and chardonnay and has a 
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tantalising nose of crisp apples 
and citrus, with vanilla and 
newly-baked cake; with good 
bubbles and a crisp acidity. 

Henri Delattre Rose Cham¬ 
pagne (£14.99, Lidl, 12% abv). 

This is in Lidl's current Wine 
Cellar Collection and is a 
pretty pink for the pretty 
mum in your life. It's the 
colour of strawberry sorbet 
and has aromas of strawber¬ 
ries and cream, a flash of 
citrus and a hint of vanilla 
and shortbread. The bubbles 


are giddy and flavours of red 
fruits, raspberries and strawber¬ 
ries are restrained - it's a shame 
the flavours don't last a bit longer 
in the mouth. But otherwise an 
easy-drinking decent value 
champers. 

Freixenet Cordon Negro (RRP 
£10, Sainsbury's, Tesco, 
Morrisons, Asda, Waitrose, 
Ocado 11.5% abv). This is 
another classic fizz which I'm 
sure you'll have seen in shops 
many, many times. The iconic 
black bottle holds a tasty 

® cava which is made in the 
same way as champagne. 
Give cava a chance! That's 
what I say. In fact I might 
print some T-shirts. The 
wine is a blend of Catalan 
grapes parellada, macabeo 
and xarel-lo and has a good 


balance of green fruit aromas, 
slightly toasty, and on the palate is 
long and elegant with lemon and 
pear. 

Shorn Fizz Pinot Grigio 
(£8.75, Oddbins, 12.5% abv). 

This pretty fizz is from the historic 
New Zealand area of Gisborne 
where Captain James Cook first 
landed in the country in 1769. If 
mum likes prosecco I'm sure she'll 
like this. It has gentle bubbles in 
the glass (they aren't excitable but 
they do the job) which deliver 
popsicles of pear and apple 
aromas. The flavour is similar to 
prosecco with a touch of creami¬ 
ness which softens the palate. 

■ Kopparberg has brought out 
two new ciders which look all 
dressed up and glam in their 
sparkling bottle outfits. They even 


have proper corks but I can't pop 
one of them so I'm waiting for The 
Better Half to get home so I can 
try it. For that reason today I'm 
sharing words on Kopparberg 
Sparkling Rose Cider Raspberry 
(£5, Asda, 7% abv); its sister 
cider is strawberry. It seems odd 
to pop a cork and then drink 
fruit-flavoured cider but for 
marketing purposes I guess it 
gives them a point of difference. 
It's a refreshing glass, sprightly, 
summery and the raspberry isn't 
too sweet and overpowering. 

■ I'll wish all mums a wonderful 
day. If all you have is memories of 
your mum (like I do) then raise a 
glass of something special and 
smile.

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INGREDIENTS 

2 red peppers 
2 yellow peppers 
175ml extra-virgin olive oil 
24 cherry tomatoes 
4 red onions, each cut into 6 wedges 
2 aubergines, cut into slices 5-7mm thick 
2 courgettes, cut into slices 5-7mm thick 
200g feta cheese 
30 black olives 
Sea salt and freshly 
ground black pepper 
For the dressing: 

3tbsp extra-virgin olive 
oil 

Itbsp sherry vinegar 
2tsp coriander seeds 
2tbsp chopped fresh 
coriander 

METHOD 

1. Preheat the oven 
to 200°C/Gas mark 
6. Rub the whole 
peppers all over with one 
tablespoon of the olive oil, place 
on a roasting tin and roast in the 
oven for 45-60 minutes. 

2. Halve the cherry tomatoes 
across the equator and place in a 
bowl, then add the onion wedges. 

Pour 75ml of the olive oil into 
the bowl and toss to coat the 
vegetables, season with salt and 
pepper. Push the peppers up to 



one end of the roasting tin and tip 
the tomatoes, onions and all the 
oil in the bowl into the other end 
of the tray. Place back in the oven 
to roast. When the tomatoes are 
juicy and tender and the onions 
are roasted and golden, tip them 
out onto a plate and set aside. 

3. The peppers at this stage might 
be tender; if they 
are, take them out, 
place in a bowl and 
cover with cling film. 

Pour the juices 
from the tray over 
the tomatoes and 
onions. If the 
peppers are not yet 
cooked, pop them 
back in the oven. 

4. Place a griddle 
Jt pan over a high heat. 
Meanwhile, place 
the aubergines and 
courgettes in a bowl, pour the 
remaining oil over them and 
season with salt and pepper. 

When the griddle pan is good 
and hot, place the slices in a 
single layer (youTl need to do this 
in batches) on the pan and cook 
for two minutes on either side 
until deep golden in colour. Take 
out and place with the tomatoes 
and onions on the plate. 




ROAST RATATOUILLE

5. When the peppers have cooled 
enough to handle, peel off the 
cling film and peel and deseed 
the peppers. Discard the peel and 
seeds but keep all the juices. Pour 
over the other vegetables. Tear the 
pepper flesh into strips and 
arrange over the vegetables. 

6. Next, make the dressing. Place 
the oil and vinegar in a bowl. 

Put the coriander seeds into a 
dry frying pan over a medium- 
high heat and cook for a minute 
until roasted and slightly darker. 

Tip out into a mortar and grind 
with a pestle while still hot and 
add to the dressing. Taste for 
seasoning and adjust if needed. 

7. Drizzle the dressing over the 
vegetables, crumble over the feta 
and scatter with the olives and 
chopped fresh coriander.

Waiting for your Mr Darcy 
to sweep you off your feet? 

marion mcmullen 

recalls the stars who have 
played the iconic role as we 
near the 200th anniversary 
of Jane Austen's death 


N 


I OVELIST Jane Austen created 
the ultimate romantic hero in 
Pride And Prejudice, but never 
met her own Mr Darcy. 

She died at the age of 41 still 
unattached, but her literary creation 
sets the benchmark for talk, dark, 
handsome men in need of a bride to 
this day. 

Many actors have attempted to fill the 
shoes of the fictional hero. British actor 
and future Maigret and Dr Finlay's 
Casebook producer Andrew Osborn 
was the first to tackle the role on 
television. He appeared in a 1938 movie 
version on the fledgling Beeb with 
Welsh-born actress Curigwen Lewis as 
Elizabeth Bennet. 

The classic love story was given the 
Hollywood treatment two years later 
when Laurence Olivier stepped into the 
role - although the film studio's first 
choice was apparently Gone With The 
Wind star Clark Gable. Errol Flynn, 
Robert Donat and Robert Taylor were 
also names in the running for the part. 

Olivier later said: "I was very unhappy 
with the picture. It was difficult to make 
Darcy into anything more than an 
unattractive-looking prig, and darling 
Greer (Garson) seemed to me all wrong 
as Elizabeth.'' 

The black and white movie also 
moved the story to a later time period 
and the publicity declared: 

“Bachelors beware! Five 
gorgeous beauties are on a 
madcap manhunt!'' 

New Yorker Phil Silvers was 
even asked to screen test for the 
role of the vicar, but the offer 
was never serious. Instead 
movie bosses gleefully 
showed the resulting 
footage around 
Hollywood. The comedy 
star later wrote in his 
autobiography: “These

Laurence Olivier, pictured with 
Greer Garson, was not a fan 


three minutes were perhaps the 
funniest I've ever done.'' 

There was even talk of an MGM 
movie version of Pride And 
Prejudice in 1947, but the project 
was scrapped and it was left to Peter 
Cushing to appear next as Mr 
Darcy, in a six-part BBC 
adaptation in 1952. The cast 
included a young Prunella 
Scales as Lydia, the wayward 
youngest Bennet sister. 

The same script was 
adapted in 1958 for another 
BBC series with Manches¬ 
ter-born actor Alan 
Badel as Darcy. 
The series was 
also shown in Aus¬ 
tralia, but copies of 
both the black and 
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white versions 
from the 1950s 
have since been lost. 

The BBC's 1967 version was 
produced to mark the 150th 
anniversary of Jane Austen’s death. 
The six-part series was the first 
colour adaptation of Pride And 
Prejudice, although it only featured 
four of the five Bennet sisters from 
the novel. Bookworm Mary was 
never mentioned. 

Australian actor Lewis Flander 
played Darcy and Dyrham Park in 
Gloucestershire stood in for Darcy’s 
estate of Pemberley. 

Pride And Prejudice did not 
return to the small screen again 
until 1980, when David Rintoul, 
who went on to play the title role in 
Doctor Finlay, appeared as

Austen's hero. 

Renishaw Hall in Derbyshire was 
the setting for Pemberley this time 
around and each of the five 
episodes began with a watercolour 
tableau in the style of artist - and 
Jane Austen contemporary - 
Thomas Rowlandson. 

Fay Weldon wrote the TV 
adaptation and said: “I hope it 
makes Pride and Prejudice 
accessible to those who might never 
have read the book and pleasurable 
for those who know it well.” 

Jane Austen, who died 200 years 
ago on July 18, described Fitzwil- 
liam Darcy as a wealthy gentleman 
with an income of £10,000 a year. She 
wrote: “He soon drew the attention of 
the room by his fine, tall person, 
handsome features, noble mien.” 




However, he snubbed heroine 
Elizabeth on their first meeting 
declaring: “She is tolerable, but not 
handsome enough to tempt me.” 

Multi award-winning writer 
Andrew Davies brought the story to 
life for modern audiences with his 
famous 1995 adaptation starring 
Colin Firth and Jennifer Ehle. 

His scene showing Darcy in a wet 
shirt has been called one of the most 
unforgettable moments in British TV 
history, although it was never part of 
Austen's original novel. 

Os car-winning actor Colin Firth 
has never resented playing Darcy, 
despite becoming so strongly 
identified with the role, saying “If it 
wasn't for him I might be languish¬ 
ing, but part of me thinks I should 
do this postmodern thing, change 
my name by deed poll to Mr Darcy. 
Then people can come up to me and 
say 'But you are not Mr Darcy’ which 
would be different. I dare say it will 
be my saving grace when the only 
employment available to me is 
opening supermarkets dressed in 
breeches and a wig."

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Tips on driving a new 
car from the showroom 

BUYING a new car is something 
many dream of. Although 'running 
in' a car is not so critical today as 
it was in times gone by, there are 
a few things to bear in mind as 
you drive your shiny new pride 
and joy away from the showroom. 

RoadSmart's head of driving 
and riding standards Richard 
Gladman gives advice on driving 
a new car. 

■ Allow the brakes to bed in. 
Start driving gently and avoiding 
harsh accelerating and braking 
heavily. Tyres will also last longer 
if treated gently for the first few 
hundred miles 

■ Check the coolant levels 
and oil frequently. The oil 
consumption may be relatively 
high for the first 5,000 miles as 
the engine parts gradually loosen 
up, but it should then settle down 

■ If possible, avoid long runs 
at constant engine speed for the 
first 1,000 miles or so. Varying the 
engine speed helps the parts to 
start working together over the full 
speed range 

■ Fuel consumption will also 
gradually improve as the moving 
parts wear in, so don't be too 
disappointed if your first tankful 
doesn't take you as far as you 
hoped. It is quite normal for mpg 
to increase gradually over several

That's a £3,000-plus premium over 
and above the equivalent 'regular' 

DS3 110 S&S Elegance model on 
which it's based, but you will get a 
lot more for your money, including 
numerous 'designer' extras ... not 
least of which is a handbag designed 
by the lady herself. 

According to Yves Bonnefont, 
brand director of DS Automobiles: 
"We aim to offer bespoke models and 
cultivate rarity so that each customer 
finds in their DS vehicle a touch that 
resembles them." 

The DS3 Ines de la Fressange 


comes only in ink blue body paint 
with an opal white roof highlighted by 
'Ines red' door mirror housings and 
wheel centres and what the makers 
call an 'airmail' livery design around 
the rear windows, featuring blue, 
white and red striped borders. 

Inside, there's granite blue grained 
leather upholstery and the same 
'airmail' design on the headrests and 


carpet borders. 

The dashboard insert is coloured in 
'Ines red' while the signature badge 
of the Ines de la Fressange Paris 
House, a baby deer, is printed on the 
dashboard. 

Comprehensive equipment includes 
DS LED Vision, Mirror Screen with 
Apple Car Play and Mirror Link, DAB 
digital radio, satellite navigation, 


automatic lights and windscreen 
wipers, electrically heated and folding 
door mirrors, front arm rest and auto- 
dimming electro-chromatic rear view 
mirror. 

There are three engine/transmission 
choices: PureTech 110 S&S 
(Stop&Start) with manual or auto 
transmission plus BlueHDi Diesel 100 
S&S manual.

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Racing 

JACK Hobbs will be aimed at races 
such as the Hardwicke Stakes and King 
George after running out a most im¬ 
pressive winner of the Dubai Sheema 
Classic on World Cup night at Meydan. 

Trained by Newmarket-based John 
Gosden for Godolphin, the 2015 Irish 
Derby winner looked a cut above a 
host of other Group One winners. 

Highland Reel set out to make all, 
as is his wont, but William Buick was 
keen not to let Ryan Moore loose on 
the lead. 

While everyone else was riding for 
all their worth, Buick was sat motion¬ 
less before pressing the button down 
the straight and shooting clear. 

Seventh Heaven ran a big race for 
Aidan O’Brien, staying on stoutly for 
second to suggest she is likely to be 
a tough mare to beat this year, while 
Postponed, the winner 12 months ago, 
has not quite looked the force of old so 
far this season but still finished third. 

Gosden said: “When Godolphin 
bought into him they wanted to run 
him in this race and I said ‘as a five- 
year-old, not at four’. 

“We had a quiet year last year, but 
his form at Ascot was rock solid (in the 
Champion Stakes). 

“It was interesting Ryan stayed off 
the rail for the better ground, but that 
meant it was wide open in the straight 
and William was cool, just like he was 
when Dar Re Mi won this - he didn’t go 
straight away. 

“He’s a lovely horse. He’s got semi¬ 
blinkers on, they’re only little, but in 
the Champion Stakes he spent the 
whole time dreaming. 

“We’d had him out at 5 am trying to 
get used to the lights, first time he was 
taken aback but he’s got used to it.” 

Looking to future plans, Gosden 
said: “With a horse like this, after 
they’ve run here you need to freshen 
them up and I would like to look at the 
Hardwicke Stakes at Ascot and then 
the King George, which are ideal races 
for him. 


Postponed’s trainer Roger Varian 
said: “I suppose after the level he got 
to last year, you always have high ex¬ 
pectations. We’re disappointed to get 
beaten, but the more we reflect on it, 
the more we think he hasn’t run a bad 
race at all. He just can’t quicken on that 
slower ground like he does on quicker 
ground.” 

As for future plans, Varian said: “He 
certainly won’t run before Epsom and 
we’d be very keen to get him b ack for the 
Coronation Cup again if we can.” 

Saeed bin Suroor’s Beautiful 
Romance was second as Vazirabad 
won the Dubai Gold Cup for the sec¬ 
ond successive year. 

The David Simcock-trained 
Sheikhzayedroad was third and Mi¬ 
chael Bell’s Big Orange in fourth. 


Godolphin’s Thunder Snow got up 
in the shadow of the post to deny the 
Japanese raider Epicharis in the UAE 
Derby. 

“It wasn’t an easy race, but the horse 
is a champion,” said Bin Suroor. 

“He was a Group One winner in 
France, won the Guineas here and to 
win the UAE Derby is great. The jockey 
gave him a brilliant ride.” 

Victory means he is automatically 
qualified for the Kentucky Derby but 
Bin Suroor would not be drawn on fu¬ 
ture targets. 

He said: “We’ll talk to Sheikh 
Mohammed before making any plans.” 
■ Eminent could take in next month’s 
Craven Stakes at Newmarket en route to 
a shot at the QIPCO 2000 Guineas. 

The son of Frankel, who made a big 


impression on his debut last Septem¬ 
ber when he won one-mile maiden at 
Newmarket, is a best-priced 40-1 for 
the first Classic of the season on May 6. 

Trainer Martyn Meade is thrilled 
with how his star youngster has win¬ 
tered and could give him a trial run in 
the Craven on April 20. 

Meade said: “He is absolutely fine 
and that (the Craven) is the plan as 
things stand, but we’ll see what the 
entries are looking like nearer the time. 

“If it looks like a very tough race, 
we might give it a miss, not because 
I don’t think he’ll be ready for it, but I 
don’t want him to have a very hard race 
before the 2000 Guineas. 

“We might decide to miss the Craven, 
give him a racecourse gallop some¬ 
where and then go to the Guineas.”
